erance may be deacrlbed as an in- 
dulgence or forbearance shown to- 
ward persons, principles and opin- 
ions which one holds very sacred 
and intensely dear. Intolerance, on 
the other hand, Ih an unconiproiiiis- 
Ing attitude, unyielding, iiitlexiblr, 
severe toward all person.^, princi- 
ples and opinions differinc from 
thoHe one rherislu s or subscribeK to 
oneself. Too nii. i, II Is a refusal 
of all charity and liuience to oth- 
ers who mar happ«n not to be in 
accord with onr views and our 
Jndgmeat. Justice and love aVe the 
two first duties of a man to his fel- 
low men. Tolerance Is nowhere 
mentioned In the law. Mere toler- 
ance does not KO far enough. The 
("atliolir rliurch does not merely 
tolerate fluj.se outside her fold; she 
loves them with a divine charity — 
and that 1r more than tolerance. 

"There are forms of intolerance 
not only Justifiable, but aeeessaiy 
as weU. No one who esteems virtue 
could be tolerant of vice. We must 
here make another distinction. It 
Is one thing to abhor vice -and 
i|uite another to hate the vicious. 



Nev<'r has a 
Catholic Ilishop used the pulpit to 
Inflame the dying embers of relig- 
ious bigotry. Never has the Cath- 
olic public encouraged hatred and 
snnldon of their fellows by sup- 
poiting magasines and newspapers 
rife with misrepresentation and 
calumny.

If a man says that black is white 
or that two and two make five, we 
may pity him, but we do not say, 
'My good sir, you may be quite 
right, your opinion Is as good as 
mine.' Truth is Intolerant of error. 
The Catholic church claims to be a 
teacher of truth. She claims a di- 
vine commlsBlon to teach only wiiat 
is true. .Kvff chifrch wbfeh claims 
to teach the trutli can not throw 
the mantel of false charity over all 
the vagaries of opialoa within it.< 
pale. If this is intolerance, the 
Catholic eharch must plead guilty, 
for she claims to be the messenger 
to mankind of the whole truth of 
Ood. 

"Did Christ ever accommodate 
Ills teaihings to the whim or 
prejudices of bis hearer.s? Consider 
that scene in the desert when He 
was teaching the necessity of the 
reception of the heavenly food 
which He would give them. 'Ex- 
cept jrou eat the fiash of the Son 
of Man and drink his blood, you 
shall not have life In you.' Many 
of his followers objected to this 
part of his teaching, and they 
walked not more with Him. Now if 
He had been tolerant He would 
have said to them: 'I am sorry that 
you can not accept this part of my 
teaching. But do not go away; it 
would be intolerant to oblige you 
to accept that which you do not 
like.' The line of conduct which 
He followed Hiniself He prescribed 
with even greater strictness for his 
representatives. 'Whosoever.' He 
said to them, 'shall not leceive you 
nor hear your words, going forth 
from that house or city, shake off 
the dust from your feet. Amen I 
say to you. it shall be more toler- 
able for the land of Sodom and 
Oomorrah ia the day of Judgment 
than for that city.' For the rejec- 
tion of his doctrine, made known 
by their word, there was to be no 
toleration. It is not my purpose 
to explain or apologize for condi- 
tions In other countries in ages 
past. We regret the severity and 
persecutions of the past and thank 
God that they have passed away 
forever. To understand them we 
must put ourselves ia tb« plaoe of 
the people of the time. Heresy was 
a crime that the State considered 
worse than treaaoa aad punished 
with death. The reformers did not 
hold different views. Rousseau de- 
clared: 'The reformation was intol- 
erant from its cradle, and its auth- 
ors universal persecutors ' The his- 
torian Hallam bears the same tesfl- 
moay: 'Persecution is the deadly 
erlfiaal sin of the reformed 
«biMbes, v^ich oooto every taoaest 
Biaa's leal for their eaaie, la 
poitlea M his readtag beeoniM 
more extoaalve.' 

"Having la view the history of 
our own country, we can say with- 
out fear or contraditioii that the 
Catholic is the nioBt tolerant of 
American citizens. Never once 
from the colonization of this fair 
land to the present day have Cath- 
olics given an example of iatoler- 
aaee toward those aot of their 
faith. It was a Catholic, Oeorge 
Calvert, the first lord Baltimore, 
who first conceived the Idea of es- 
tablishing a colony where everyone 
might worship God according to the 
dictates of his ov/n conscience. H<' 
became the pioneer of religions tol- 
eration. His son and successor fol- 
lowed in the footsteps of his father 
and established on the shores of 
Maryland the first government in 
modern times where ill men might 
worship Ood unmolested br latoler- 
ance. The principle of ralltlous 
toleration embodied in the constitu- 
tion is the self-same which guided 
the Maryland Catholic one and one- 
half centuries earlier. Tliat prin- 
ciple has nevei been violated by 
the Catholics of this land. Nt "er 
have they been guilty of exciting

The end of the Lenten season is 
fast approaching. Next Sunday 
week. April !t, is Passion Sunday. 
The two weeks immediately priced- 
Itig Easter'^ have been set apart as 
a more special preparation for the 
great festival and have received 
the general appelation of PMsioa- 
tidc. 

Although the second week is dis- 
tinguished by its particularly im- 
pressive rites, yet that which opens 
with the fifth Sunday of Lent, com- 
monly known as Passion Sunday, 
has also its peculiar features. All 
through Lent the altar has been 
draped in purjiie and denuded of 
its floral decorations, unless some 
saint's feast .called tor more Joyful 
surroundings. Daring Passtontlde 
the gloom of the sanctuary is to 
deepen. From the first' vespers of 
Sunday the crucifix, which has 
hitherto formed the prominent feat- 
ure of every altar, is to disappear 
from view. The gospel of the .Sun- 
day related that terrible .'icene In 
the Temple of .lerusalem, when an 
Infuriated people hardened against 
their Redeemer, not content with 
blaspheming Him as a Samaritan 
and demoniac, aptaally tried to 
stone Him to deatn. But Jesus hid 
himself, says the gospel. 

In remembrance of his humilia- 
tion of the Son of God withdrawing 
from the ga/.c of men till the time 
should come for the carrying out of 
his work of redemption the church 
veils the crucifix until Good Friday. 
The images of the saints likewise 
disappear, that the glory of the 
servaats may be hlddea wboa that 
of the Master is eclipsed. Through- 
out this mournful time the church 
suppresses the "Gloria Patrl" in 
many portions of her public offices. 
By this she would express I tie grief 
which should fill all hearts at the 
contemplation of the sufferings of 
Christ and render such songs of 
Joy distasteful. For the three last 
days of Holy Week this sacred 
formula will be entirely hushed, and 
the chnreh would gradually attune 
the mtads ot her children to the 
spirit wbieh ought then to poseess 
them. 

It will help toward the under- 
standing of various portions of the 
liturgy during Passlontide if we 
bear in mind the other objects 
which the church of the early ages 
had in view la subordiaatlon to the 
one great mbjeet ot eoatemplatlon. 
These war* the preparation of 
catechumens for baptism on Holy 
Saturday and reconciliation of pub- 
lic penitents on Maundy Thursday. 
The various formulas of the lit- 
urgy, when not referring directly 
to the Passion, will be found to 
touch upon one or other of these 
subjects. 

Although the discipline of the 
church had undergone no change 
with regard to both catechumens 
and penitents, still these time-hon- 
ored formulas have been allowed to 
remain, as affording matter for 
mediation to the church's children, 
who though washed from sin In the 
waters of baptism have yet need 
of penance for further offences.

SITPRBMB CX>VNOIIi COMINO. 



Telegrams received here Wednes- 
day brought news that the Supreme 
Council of the Catholic Knights of 
America will hold Its triennial na- 
tional convention in Louisville dur- 
ing the second week In May. The 
telegrams were from the Supreme 
President. Dr. Felix Oaudin, of New 
Orleans, and were sent to Major 
Gen. Michael Reidiert, State Secre- 
tary \V. T. Meehan and President 
Ben Kruse. of the local Central 
Committee. The Catholic Knights 
of America, now recognized as one 
of the very strongest fraternal in- 
surance societies in the Cuit:.! 
States, was organized in this city 
thirty-six years ago. but has never 
met here since. The ordar has 
over 20,000 members, and delegates 
will come to Louisville from every 
State in the Union. To make ar- 
rangements for the convention and 
its entertainment a special meeting 
of the Central Committee has been 
called for tt-morrow afternoon at 
St. John's Hall, Clay and Walnut, 
to which all Catholic Knights are 
invited.

The annual retreat of the Knights 
of Columbus .will begin next 
Wednesday evening at St. Louis 
Ilertrand's church and will be con- 
ducted by Very Rev. J. R. Meagher, 
Provincial of the Dominican order. 
The services In the evening will be- 
gin at 7:30 aud will consist of the 
rosary, sermon %nd benedtetloa. In 
the morning there will be mass at 
8 o'clock and short instruction. The 
retreat will come to a close on 
Palm Sunday, when all win receive 
holy communion at the 7:30 o'clock 
mass and Papal benediction In the 
evening at 7:30. The Holy Name 
Society of St. Louis Bertrand's will 
also participate in the retreat, the 
second Sunoay being their regular 
monthly coinmualon day. 



The tendency of governmental 
agencies to favor the public schools 
In various ways, particularly In the 

education of the immlgraat, has 

been pointed out from time to 
time. That this partial attitude 
is deserving of condemnation has 
also been emphatically declared. 
The H\ii<'MU of Kducation of the 
Di'partmetn of tlie Interior has been 
particularly conspicuous in its of- 
fences in this regard, and we now 
note that the Bureau of Naturaliza- 
tion of the Department of Labor is 
doing the same thing. Ia the March 
report of Labor Statistics of that 
department we read: 

"About a year ago the Bureau of 
Naturalization, after consultation 
with various school authorities, 
worked out a comprehensive plan 
for the education of candidates for 
citizenship. I'nder this plan the 
bureau arranges to send to the 
public school authorities a state- 
ment showing the name, address 
and nationality of each alien resi- 
dent who has declared his intention 
to become a citizen or of each peti- 
tioner to be naturalized. At the 
same time it advises the declarant 
or petitioner of its action and of the 
public school a(I\ antagi's. It then 
rests with till' school autlioiilies to 
encourage the prospective riti/ens 
to enroll in the schools and, ii i.' ■ 
essary, to establish special sdioois 
for their accommodation." 

This is Indeed Interesting: but 
further facts reveal the real situa- 
tion even the more clearly. "During 
the year ini5 the Bureau of Natnr- 
allzation received approxinutaly 
350, Ono applications for citizen- 
ship." About 1. "50,(100 of these men 
were married. 12 2,000 names yvere 
sent to the Bureau "to the various 
public schools of the communities 
where the various residents re- 
sided." "The public schools," it is 
pointed out, "have shown an earaest 
spirit of co-operation. With the 
opening of the present scholastic 
year fifty cities and towns were co- 
operating. At the end of December 
this number had grown to 450 and 
by the end of January to Hfifi cities 
and towns, representing forty-four 
States. Hundreds of other locali- 
ties have expresseil tlieir interest, 
hut have been deterred from co-op- 
eration by local conditions which 
render such work impracticable." It 
is Interesting to add that in Aug- 
ust, 1916, the Bureau of Naturallsa- 
ttoa seat out a oews letter in which 
the following statement was made: 

"The Bureau of Naturalization 
has extended its efforts throughout 
the United States and brought its 
educational movement to the atten- 
tion of all Superintendents of pub- 
lic schools wherever there Is any 
foreign population for the purpose 
of enlisting theise educators la ear* 
rying forward this movement. Fer- 
sonSl letters haire been addressed to 
the Superlhtendeats of sohools of 
the cities and counties in each 
State, bringing to their attention 
this great activity, in an effort to 
.stimulate interest in this work ia 
every locality where foreigners re- 
side. The bureau has also dis- 
cussed its plan personally with the 
Superintendents of schools and 
Presidents of boards of education 
in the various Bastsrh cities and 
they have agreed aaaaimously to 
end their support In opening the 
doors of the public schools for the 
instruction of the foreigners where 
there are no schools in existence, 
and to extend the activities of the 
schools established for this purpose 
so as to meet with the desires of 
the Bureau of Naturalization." 

So the whole matter Is revealed. 



The bureau has been systematically 

encouraging the education of the 
Immigrant In the ptiblic sctiools to 
the exclusion of the parochial and 
otiier schools of the country Why 
was not the same information- 
tin names .of prospective citizens — 
gi\en to them also? It may be 
said that the parochial schools have 
not taken up this matter to a great 
degree, but this does not properly 
answer the question, for it is to be 
expressly noted that the bureau's 
efforts were Intended to Induce the 
public school authorities to "estab- 
lisli special schools for their (the 
immigrants' ) accommodations." 

There are two points to be em- 
phasized in this regard. One of 
them is that our Catholic societies 
should make a special effort to ren- 
der it possible for oar parochial 
schools to take up this work of Im- 
migrant training for citizenship. 
With tlieii heavy burdens now. this 
a(lde<l worl< would lie certainly most 
iiniTous. .\ gieat per cent, <if the 
newly arrived Immigrants are of our 
faith and must be cared for by us. 
rhe societies should discover means 
of eo-operatlon with the parochial 
schools for the malntenanoe of this 
activity. At the same time — and 
this Is the second point — we must 
confintie to emphatically object to 
the faxiitilism shown by our Gov- 
ernment bureaus to the public 
schools. If information is to be dis- 
pensed on educational subjects, it 
should be dispensed to all alike. It 
Is to be hoped that the various de- 
partmaata will soon perceive the 
wisdom of such a course of action.

Let us not forget to 
pray that proper provision may be 
made to safeguard the faith of those 
('athollc children who may be car- 
ried to lands where our liol> le- 
ligion is often an object of hatred 
and bitter opposition. Sadder far 
than the death of their fathers 
would be the loss "of their Catholic 
faith.

FrilTHKR OUTRAGE. 



A telegram from Mexico City, 
made public by the Mexican Con- 
sultate at San .Antonio. Texas, last 
Saturday, states that the Governor 
of Bonora has Issued an order ex- 
pelliag all priests. 

The Associated Press reports that 
the published announcement that 
the Mexican Government is consider- 
ing the advisability of taklag over 
all tha personal and realty holdings 
of the Catholic clergy throatfbout 
tha rapublto created somewhat ot a 
sensation In Mexico City on Monday. 
In a special dispatch from Querre- 
taro. El Deroocrata, the oflloial Oov- 
ernment organ, quotex both Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Cabrera and 
Dr. Siurob. Governor of the State of 
Guanajuato, as saying that the 
measure would be made effective un- 
der the old law dating back more 
than half a century, when church 
edifices were seized during the ad- 
ministration of Benito Juarez. 

The clergy In the States of

Day by day Democtats are be- 
coming more entliused ovei the 
outlook from a national standpoint, 
while on the other hand the Repub- 
licans are becoming much discour- 
aged over the prospects of the O. 
O. P. Strange to say, both owe 
their present feeling to the actions 
of one man. The Democrats are 
satisfied that Roosevelt, if not glvea 
the nomination by the Republican 
and Progressive conventions at Chi- 
cago on June V, intends to see that 
the one who receives it will live 
to rue the day. The Republican 
leaders have begun to turn to Jus- 
tice Hughes, not because they rMlly 
want bim, but because they thiak 
he would be aceptable to the Bull 
Moosers. From the staadpolat o( 
Republican leaders like Batnas, 
Penrose, etc., they rate Hughes and 
Rosevelt as the two lowest of their 
personal choices, Hughes because 
they don't think they can use him 
If elected, and if the Rough Rider 
should beat them In the convention 
they would take the greatest pleas- 
ure In knifing him in the general 
election. In a conference this past 
week at the home of his son-in- 
law. Dr. Richard Derby, in New 
York, Roosevelt announced that he 
would lead the fight against the 
Wilson administration, if tlie people 
showed they wanted him and were 
willing to back up his policies. 
Those In the conference who wera 
former Progressive leaders con- 
vinced him (which was easy) that 
the people were demanding him to 
lead the fight. 

If Roosevelt could have beea 
eliminated or his withdrawal an- 
nouncement secured the Republican 
leaders would have tendered the 
nomination to McCall, Burton or 
Cummins, and at this late date If 
Hughes refuses to allow his name 
used McCall will be selected as the 
man to beat Roosevelt. But this 
much can be taken for grant<d ". 
Hughes, McCall or no one else If ae> 
ceptable to our ex-Presldcut and ha 
will only support one candidate In 
the .Hepublican or Progressive con- 
ventions, and that man is Roose- 
velt. The nomination given to au- 
otlier will find him playing tlio dog 
in the liianger policy and the race 
of will be enacteil again, Wil- 

son opposed by a divided Republi- 
can party. Another faatura pleas- 
ng to the Democrats Is that Hughes 
is losing ground daily, principally 
because of his Sphinx-like attitude 
on the questions of the day, aad 
his nomination will drive the Oer- 
iian-Amerlcan vote into the Wilson 
camp as is predicted in the follow- 
ing, taken from the Fatherland: 

"It is admitted that It no candi- 
date develops strength enough to 
get the nomination on the first or 
second ballot. Justice Hughes will 
be the nominee. In this calculation 
the 3,000,000 Oerman-Amerlcaa 
voters are complacently ignored. 
They are to have no voice In the 
councils of that party. If they 
don't like Hughes they can vote for 
Wilson." Thus the German-Ameri- 
can vote, wliich is 80 per cenf. He* 
publican, will support Wilson la 
preference to Roosevelt or Hughcc 
Turning to State politics, the 
fight for control in the coming 
state Democratic convention is a 
timely topic, as it Is an effort ot 
Haly and Beckham to stage a come- 
back in the political arena, their 
move to make Rufus Vansaut, of 
Ashland, State Chairman, to be a 
test of their strength. Against 
them will tie pitted Gov. Stanley 
and Senator Ollie aJmes. Agaiait 
Mr. Vansant the average Democrat 
can say no word, but support ot 
Haly and Beckham is Imposslbla. 
In 1914, after a bitter primary, the 
Stanley and McCreary supporters 
rallied to Beckham In his race for 
United States Senator, although he 
was a bitter pill to swallow and his 
Republican opponent, ex-Gov. Will- 
son, was well thought of by many 
Democrats. Here ia Louisville, 
Willsou's home town, the Demo- 
ratic organisation scored a splendid 
ictor}' for Beckham, over one-third 
of his majority being registered la 
this district. On the night of the 
election Beckham said in the pres- 
ence of the writer: "I don't know 
how I ever can repay Louisville for 
Us showing today." In addition he 
expressed his gratitude to one of the, 
local Democratic leaders in about 
the same expression as above. 
Hardly had he been given his cer- 
tificate of election when, like a 
thunderbolt from the sky, came the 
announcement that McChesney on a 
prohibition platform was the pro- 
graiiime for Haly and Beckham. 
This was the last straw, and come 
what may, the Democrats through- 
out the State cm not be expected 
to espouse the ll.ily Iterkham slate 
for the coming state convention, 
aad above all, aot the Iioulsvllle 
Democracy, who 'were opealy and 
shamefully betrayed by these folitl- 
al buccaneers.

A (eW| watch dogs of the constitu 
tton have been fighting the child 
labor bill, charging that it en 
croaches beyond tlie Federal juris 
d'ctioii. Assifiiiing tliat It has 
technical faults, it does no greater 
violence to old principles than other 
legislation of recent yeart^ passed 
on the RBSumptlon that Congress 
i:iay regulate commerce between 
States. Wo may remember that 
( () tigress has already taken charge 
of our morals under the Miann act 
and the drug habit act. These laws 
;irc liMsrit on tlio right Of the Fed 
oral Government to regulate trade 
between States. On the same 
theory it has made petit larceny 
serious crime, one almost equsi to 
tre.'ison if coinniitted on a railroad 
right-of-way. If certHln standards 
governing production may be pre- 
scribed in the pure food act tq en- 
title goods to admission to interstate 
trade, other standards may be jire- 
scrlbed In the ( hild labor bill. There 
are still Willi n^ men who will strain 
at a gnat and swallow a whole 
caravan of camels. The States have 
failed miserably in the regulation of 
child lalror. There Is not only a 
I;irk of uiiirorniilv in the laws bill 
there Is a great diversity In their 
enforcement. There can be no seg- 
regation Of the evils of child labor 
as long as there is unrestricted 
Interstate commerce. Goods made 
by little children will drive out those 
made in States which properly regu 
late child labor. Even the children 
are not protected, for they may i% 
taken by train loads from States 
which are trying to conserve the 
bodies and souls of their children 
Into States that care not how chil- 
dren may be stunted physically, 
mentally or morally so long as the 
dollars roll into the coffers of manu- 
facturers. The bill ought to settle 
the child labor problem. It should 
put an effective stop to those who 
would r^ln wealth out of the lost 
opportunities of children.
